CLASS “B”’—III ANALYTIQUE 
“A RETAINING WALL” 


As is common in certain seaports, typically Genoa and Seattle, 
the land rises so abruptly that the principal streets run along 
the face of the slope-like terraces. 

A palatial residence is placed on the upper side of such a 
street and built around an interior courtyard 60 feet square. 
The lofty lower floor of the residence surrounds the court on 
the front and two sides, and has a treatment of pilasters, 
columns, arches, windows, or otherwise. 

Since, owing to the rise in grade, the garden at the back 
is at the second floor level, the rear wall of the court becomes 
a retaining wall for this garden. This wall is 60 feet long and 
30 feet high, not including the balustrade or other treatment 
above garden grade. 

The problem is the architectural treatment of this wall in 
harmony with the competitor’s proposed treatment of the 
other three sides of the court. Access is through the residence.

“THE ENTRANCE TO A SMALL 
EXPOSITION” 


In a large city of the United States it is proposed to have 
an exposition of exhibits of which Art, Architecture and the 
Allied. Arts are to be a main feature. 

A plot of ground 1,000 by 1,000 feet has been allotted to the 
exposition by the city. The plot fronts on an unimportant 
street but is on axis with a wide avenue at right angles to the 
street. The width of the avenue between building lines is 150 
feet, which includes sidewalks and grass plots with shade trees. 
On this axis the entrance is to be placed. 

The entire exposition ground is to be enclosed by a wall, 
motif which shall not exceed 
The wall (a small portion 


broken only by this entrance 
150 feet in length on the street. 
of it is to be shown on the sketch) may be of any reasonable 
height. The entrance motif shall not exceed 75 feet in height. 
The wall is on the building line of the street and any depth 
given to the entrance in plan will be. on the inside of the 
enclosure and must not exceed 75 feet from the building line. 
There will be numerous ticket booths and wickets to permit 
the easy access and exit of large crowds.
